Of her externall carriage and 
behauiour, ſo louing, ſo lowly, ſo inno- 
cent ; thatwe may rightly ſay of her, ſuch 
vvas hs name, ſuch was her nature ; a 
Lambe in name, and a Lambe in nature 
Conueniunt rebus nomina /<pe ſus, lo name, ſo| 
nature, oftentimes agree. And yet againe | 
in orcateſt dangers, perils and feates ; in 
cs of the Sea, in perils of ſhipwrack, 
in feares of men of warre, when ( as ſom- 
times it happened ) allothers in her com- 
panie were all attheir wits ends, and knew 
not Which way to refolue to ſinke or 
 {(winame, to fight or to yeeld: (hee alone a 
woman and therefore by ſex teeble , by 
nature fearctull ; yer farre beyond Coach 
her nature and het ſexe, remained {o con 
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{tant, ſo bold, ſo couragiuus, that ſuch as 
were preſent in admiration of her ſtoutnes 
haue confeſſed the rather reſembled a Lio 
then a Lambe.Butallthisis nothing tothe 
internall vertues and endowments of her 
mind,theſc alone would require a Panege-
